(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

a. Claims 1 ,2 and 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 

anticipated by Greer. 

Greer teaches a method of monitoring vehicle travel comprising 
monitoring travel data (col.5, lines 20-26), contacting a user before 
reaching the user's stop (col. 5, line 62-col.6, line 3; col.2,line66-col.3, line 
8), and informing user that vehicle will be delayed (col. 7, lines 63-66). 

Regarding claim 4, Greer initially contacts user about a delay, and 
later contacts user a second time about pending arrival to a stop. 

Regarding claim 6, the indication in a call to a user that a vehicle is 
at a particular stop is considered a report on the vehicle travel status. 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
41 8 F.2d 528, 1 63 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1 969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b).

6,683,542, 6,492,912, 6,486,801, 6,363,323, 6,317,060, 6,313,760,

6,41 1 ,891 , respectively. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they 
are not patentably distinct from each other because the patents disclose vehicle 
impending arrival notification systems which disclose the same limitations as 
presently claimed, any differences being obvious differences to one of ordinary 
skill in the art. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ross, Shinkawa and Rush disclose vehicle stop arrivaf systems.
